In 1970, the Legislature enacted the Criminal Justice 
Act, which established the Attorney General as chief law 
enforcement officer in the State and created the Division of 
Criminal Justice within his office. The Division exercises the 
statewide prosecutorial authority of the Attorney. General as 
well as serving a coordinative function designed to effect a 
uniform, cooperative enforcement of the criminal laws in New 
Jersey. Presently, the Division is divided into an 
Investigations Bureau, which is responsible for white collar 
criminal investigations and prosecutions, an Operations Bureau, 
which is responsible for litigation and coordinating activities 
of the criminal justice system on a statewide basis, an 
Organized Crime Bureau, an Environmental Task Force and a 
Narcotics Task Force. Within these bureaus are various sections 
and units dealing with such diverse criminal justice 
responsibilities as medicaid fraud, economic crime, antitrust 
and corruption investigations, to highlight but a few, as well 
as appellate and trial litigation. 


Of course, a complete description of the Division and
